This letter accompanies Applicants' response to the Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application that was mailed on April 2, 2004 in connection with the above- 
identified patent application. The Notice to File Missing Parts requests that Applicants pay 
$5,520 in additional claim fees associated with the 212 claims that were originally filed with the 
instant application. Applicants have filed a Preliminary Amendment which cancels claims 81- 
110 and claims 140 to 212 (a copy of this Preliminary Amendment is enclosed herewith) thus 
leaving only claims 1-80 and claims 111-139 pending. Applicants have recalculated the fees 
required for claims 1-80 and claims 111-139 to be $2,264. Accordingly, enclosed with this 
response is a check for $3,274 which covers the basic application filing fee, a 1 month extension 
fee, the $130 surcharge, and the $2,264 required for excess claims fees based on claims 1-80 and 
claims 111-139.
